Com promise 


Means of Reaching Desired End. 


By William Jennings Bryan, 
(Copyright, 1920, by W. J. Bryan.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 29.—The 
division among the delegates on the 
treaty plank is not fundamental: it 
ia merely a difference of opinion as 
to the best means of reaching an end 
which all desire. No Democrat in 
the, convention would rise in his 
place and admit opposition to world 
peace, universal and everlasting. 

But how can world peace be se- 
cured ?. The President brought 
back from Paris a League of Na- 
tions plan with a covenant that em. 
bodied the best that he could se- 
cure—and when we consider’ the 
newness of the plan, the number of 
nations agreeing to it and the di- 
versified interests at the confer- 
ence, the wonder is that it was as 
nearly perfect as it was. 

The Republicang immediately at- 
tacked it and mabaitiod what they 
regarded as its dangers. If the mat- 
ter could have been considered 
merely as an international question 
without partisanship being injected 
into it, the President and the Sen- 
ate would have had little difficulty 
in reaching an agreement as to res- 
ervations. Partisanship is as par- 
alyzing to calm thinking as alcohol, 
and the person affected is as. uncon- 
scious of being affected. 


Characteristics of Intoxication. 

It is one of the curious character- 
istics of partial intoxication that the 
man under its influence is quite sure 
that he is at his best. If he is shoot- 
ing at a target he congratulates him- 
self on his accuracy even if his bul- 
lets endanger bystanders. So with 
partisanship—the more partisan a 
man is the more sure he feels that 
he is actuated by a patriotic purpose 
almost holy in its disinterestedness. 
Both Democrats and Republicans 
wére convinced that their opponents 
would agree with them but for their 
partisanship, and the President was 
most unconscious of all of any par- 
tisan interest in the result. 

Now, we are entering upon a 
campaign and the leaders of each 
party feel sure that they can win a 
partisan advantage by dragging this 
issue down into a partisan struggle, 
and they congratulate themselves 
that they are doing it fora great, un- 
selfish and patriotic purpose. It’3 a 
great national good that they are 
bent on achieving and it is merely 
a coincidence that in the opinion of 
both sides this can only be secured 
through a party victory. 

Thus deluded they are staging a 


sham battle over a sham issue, 
knowing while they do x9 that 
neither side can possibly secure 


two-thirds of the Senate at the “om- 
ing election and knowing th>refore 
that there must be a compromise at 
the end of the campaign ‘f any 
agreement is to be reached. Just 
as the exhilarated toper deceives no- 
body but himself so these uncon- 
sciously partisan leaders ar3 fooling 
themselves only. ; 
Interested in Ratification. 

A large majority of the American 
people are infinitely more interested 
in getting this treaty ratified ani the 
League of Nations established and 
out of the way than they 4re in the 
phraseology of reservations, and it 
is to this mass that our -arty cught 
to appeal. 

The partisans in both parties will 
vote the ticket anyhow, no matter 
what the party says or does not Bay, 
but we never have had as many vot- 
ers in the doubtful column as we 
have today. They do not care 
through what party relief comes if 
it only comes quickly. Just as the 
allies would rather have us come 
into the league with any reserva-~ 
tions whatever than to stay out, 80 
the average voter will regard time 
as the material factor and support 
the party that gives promise of im- 
mediate relief.

“These delegates should be in- 
structed not to vote for war with- 
out specific instructions from Con- 
gress or from the people, given 
by referendum vote. 

“Our nation’s delegates should 
also be instructed to insist upon 
the disarmament of the world in 
order that the burden of mili- 
tarism may be lifted from the 
shoulders of those who toil and 
the foundation of an enduring 
peace laid in friendship and co- 
operation.” 

Summarizes Benefits of Plan. 

The benefits of this plan may 
be briefly summarized as follows: 

The Democratic party plants it- 
self upon an easily understood and 
easily defended principle of gov- 
ernment. It has the votes to com- 
pel ratification immediately upon 
ascertaining the wishes of the ma- 
jority of the Senate; it can by 
casting votes or withholding votes 


convert a majority into the two- 
thirds majority required by the 
Constitution. 


It cannot only end the deadlock 
now, but it offers a plan that will 
make future treaty deadlocks im- 
possible and thus save the nation 
from the disgrace that this two- 
thirds provision has brought upon 
it. We alone of all the great na- 
tions have found it impossible to 
get out of war—a fact that im- 
pairs the value of our example in 
the countries that are striving to 
establish republics. 

The plan presents a method of 
electing delegates that will 
t6 the people the. right to choose 
their representatives in this great tri- 
bunal which offers to the world its 
only hope of peace. 

By compelling the delegates’. to 
await authority from Congress or 
from the American people direct be- 
fo.e giving this nation’s sanction to 
war we answer practically all th+ 
objections that have been made to 
the covenant, and yet do so in a 
manner entirely consistent with our 
nation’s rights and the genius of our 
institutions. 

Turn From the False 

When we 
to demand universal disarmament 
we turn away from the false theories 
of the past—from the precedents 
that have written human history in 
characters of blood and hasten the 
coming of the day when the song of 
the angels, “On earth peace, good 
will toward men,” shall become an 
international anthem. The world is 
weary of war; enough tears have 
been shed within the last five years 
to wash away all the sins of the 
world; enough blood has been 
poured out upon the earth to fer- 
tilize in every land the soil from 
which will spring the hopes of a 
new civilization. 

Our allies owe us nearly $10,000,- 
000,000, which it will take them gen- 
erations to pay, and they cannot pay 
it without exacting from the _ van- 
quishe« a toll that will preclude the 
re-establishment of friendship. We 
can afford to use any part of this 
indebtedness that may be necessary 
to secure such a readjustment of the

A frank, unflattering discussion of municipai opera. 
in St. Louis‘by Max Bendix, musica] director, ap- | 
peared in the Post-Dispatch Sunday. But if there 
was no ingratiating palaver, no tickling of local 
vanity, there was a wonderful vista of possibility 
revealed, in which all St. Louisans interested in 
the best progress of the city may find inspiration. 

That mistakes should have been made in this 
somewhat pioneering adventure should not discour-— 
age us. Mr. Bendix points out those mistakes and 
tells us how to correct them. In anything approaching 
an adequate season's repertory artists should be en-' 
gaged for the leading roles because of their estab- 
lished fitness. No opera star can shine in all en- 
vironments. Such versatility is unknown. Employ, 
Many artists for short engagements rather than a 
few for the entire season. The expense will be. 
greater. It will mean harder work. But the results 


will justify the cost and the effort when the cast is | 


chosen for its ability to sing the opera to be rendered. 

The decision must be made, too, Mr. Bendix says, as 
to the character of our municipal opera. Is it to be 
a box office proposition? Or is it to be a sincere ef- 
fort to educate the city musically? Naturally, Mr. 
Bendix argues for the latter. But in so doing he 


does not speak a severe, distant, high-browish lan- 


guage. He simply says that good music always drives 
out bad music, if given a chance, and cites the fa- 
miliar and indisputable proof of the history of phono- 
graphic music and the national conquest of symphonic 
music.
